IMMEDIATE  RELEASE: 

May  traffic  reports  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  continued  to  reflect  increases  in  air  passenger 
and  air  freight  flow  through  Airport  terminals  despite 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  scheduled  airline  flights, 
Airports  Director  William  J,  Dwyer  reported  today. 

Scheduled  aircraft  arrivals  and  departures  declined 
S,6ffo  under  one  year  ago,  while  1,411,  533  air  passengers 
and  69,274,042  pounds  of  air  freight  established  record 
highs  for  any  May  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport, 

Passenger  count  was  up  5.1^  and  air  freight  volume 
gained  6.1^  over  the  figures  for  May  1973.

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"Increasing  public  demand  for  air  transportation 
services  are  being  served  by  the  airlines,  despite 
reductions  in  scheduled  flights,  by  increased  use  of 
wide  bodied  aircraft  (B747,  LlOll,  DCIO)  and  higher 
load  factors,"  Dwyer  observed.     "This  increases  con- 
gestion in  the  existing  Airport  terminals  and  points 
out  the  need  for  the  continued  development  of  additional 
terminal  facilities  at  San  Francisco  .International  Air- 
port to  better  serve  increasing  passenger  loads,"  he  said. 

May  air  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  were  up  3.9^  to 
15,357,^23  pounds,  while  air  express  volume  was  down 
15.0fo  to  1,206,115  pounds. 

Total  May  aircraft  movements  of  2^,767  included 
24,39^  scheduled  airline  arrivals  and  departures,  431 
by  military  aircraft  and  3,93^  by  non-scheduled  carriers 
and  private  aircraft.

IMMEDIATE  RELEASE: 

Compilations  of  monthly  traffic  reports  for  the  12  months 
.  "    ending  May  31,  1974,  reveal  that  passenger  traffic  at  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  now  exceeds  17  million  passengers 
annually  and  establishes  a  land  mark  in  Airport  history,  Airports 
Director  William  J,  Dwyer  announced  today. 

The  17,041,^94  passengers  passing  through  Airport  terminals 
represented  a  G.Vfo  increase  over  the  16,055,95^  reported  for  the 
year  ending  May  31,  1973. 

The  record  breaking  increase  in  passenger  traffic  was 
accompanied  by  a  3.^  decrease  in  the  nimber  of  scheduled  airlines 
operations  during  the  same  period, 

"Continued  increases  in  passenger  traffic  coupled  with  a 
leveling  or  decline  ,in  scheduled  airlines  operations  were  forecast 
in  the  Airport  Development  Program  of  December  1972  and  the  En- 
vironmental Impact  Report  of  October  1973,"  Dwyer  observed.

San  Francisco,  CA,  July  23  —  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  closed  out  the  1973-74  fiscal  year  with  a  record  17,109,301 
passengers.  Airports  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  announced  today. 

Surpassing  all  previous  records,  the  1,625,327  June  passenger 
total  was  the  highest  recorded  for  this  month  in  Airport  history 
and  4.3%  higher  than  June  of  1973.     Dwyer  said,  "Although  the 
record  year  experienced  a  general  decline  during  December  due  to 
airlines  labor  disputes  and  the  energy  crisis,  an  up-surge  in 
passenger  volume  took  place  during  the  first  half  of  this  calendar 
year  totaling  8,343,174  passengers  for  an  increase  of  6.6%  over 
the  same  period  last  year." 

"Previous  records  for  air  freight  shipments  through  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  were  also  surpassed,"  Dwyer  pointed 
out.    Airport  freight  terminals  handled  750,634,921  pounds  during 
the  fiscal  year,  an  increase  of  11.5%  over  the  previous  high  of 
673,139,095  pounds  for  fiscal  year  1972-73. 

Mail  shipments  by  air  for  the  year  totaled  181,079,522  pounds, 
down  12.3%  from  the  previous  year.     The  decline  primarily  due  to  a 
lesser  volume  of  military  mail  overseas  and  rerouting  of  mail 
destined  for  Southern  California.

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Air  express  volume  showed  a  nomihal  increase  of  only  4.6% 
to  18,995,050  pounds,  due  to  some  shipments  being  diverted  to 
the  air  freight  category. 

Scheduled  aircraft  operations  -  arrivals  and  departures  - 
numbered  290,939,  down  5.3%  from  fiscal  year  1972-73.     The  decline 
is  attributed  to  revised  schedules  and  increased  usage  of  wide- 
bodied  jets  by  scheduled  airline  passenger  carriers. 

Total  aircraft  operations  was  335,607,  down  6.6%  from  the 
previous  year,  due  to  a  lesser  volume  of  itinerant  military  and 
privately  owned  aircraft.

San  Francisco,  CA,  September  4,  1974  —  July  traffic  reports  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  again  reflect  increases  in  air 
passenger  flow  through  Airport  terminals  despite  continued  decreases 
in  the  number  of  scheduled  airline  flights.  Airports  Director  William 
J.  Dwyer  announced  today. 

Scheduled  aircraft  arrivals  and  departures  declined  6.8%  under  one 
year  ago,  while  1,661,636  air  passengers  established  a  record  high  for 
any  July  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  up  4.0% 
over  the  figure  for  July  1973. 

Air  freight  volume  of  61,930,256  pounds  was  2.8%  under  the  volume 
handled  in  July  last  year,  while  air  express  declined  42.7%  to  1,015,560 
pounds . 

"Current  terminal  loads  of  over  50,000  air  passengers  daily,  together 
with  tens  of  thousands  of  visitors,  constitute  an  overload  of  10%  to  25% 
over  the  design  capacity  for  terminal  facilities  at  the  Airport,"  Dwyer 
observed. 

"The  Court's  recent  favorable  findings  in  the  environmental  impact 
cases  are  permitting  us  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  North 
Terminal  and  the  expansion  of  the  Airport  Garage,  which,  when  completed, 
will  alleviate  the  present  extreme  congestion  air  travelers  now  experience 
at  the  Airport,"  he  remarked.

July  air  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  were  again  up  2.2%  to  14,512,551 
pounds . 

Total  July  aircraft  movements  of  30,301  included  25,872  scheduled 
airline  arrivals  and  departures,  478  by  military  aircraft  and  3,951  by 
non-scheduled  carriers  and  private  aircraft.

EDITOR'S  NOTE:     Detailed  Comparative  Traffic  Report  attached. 
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San  Francisco,  CA,  October  24,  1974  —  September  traffic  reports 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  again  show  increases  in  the  number 
of  air  passengers  passing  through  Airport  teirminals  despite  continued 
reductions  in  the  number  of  scheduled  airline  flights.  Airports  Director 
William  J.  Dwyer  announced  today. 

Scheduled  airline  arrivals  and  departures  decreased  8.6%  from 
September  1973,  but  the  air  passenger  total  increased  1.8%  for  a  total 
of  1,428,737  passengers,  a  record  high  for  any  September  in  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  history. 

Air  freight  volume  of  58,273,244  pounds  was  12.9%  under  that  handled 
last  September,  while  air  express  declined  38.0%  to  1,031,048  pounds. 

"The  daily  passenger  load  at  Airport  Terminals  during  September 
averaged  over  47,000  persons,"  Dwyer  observed. 

"Since  daily  passenger  loads  now  routinely  exceed  the  design  capacity 
of  Airport  terminals,  air  travelers  experience  congestion  which  at  times 
is  rather  extreme,"  he  said. 

"These  conditions  can  be  expected  to  continue  until  the  new  North 
Terminal  and  Garage  developments  are  completed,"  he  pointed  out. 

September  air  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  showed  a  gain  of  3.2%  to 
13,788,143  pounds.

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Total  September  aircraft  movement  of  27,975  included  23,939 
scheduled  airline  arrivals  and  departures   (a  frequency  of  one  every 
two  minutes  day  and  night) ,  plus  373  by  military  aircraft  and 
3,663  by  non-scheduled  carriers  and  private  aircraft.

EDITORS  NOTE:     Comparative  Traffic  Report  attached. 
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San  Francisco,  CA,  November  25,  1974  —  Despite  significant  re- 
ductions of  scheduled  airlines  operations,  passenger  volume  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  continued  to  increase  during  October, 
Airports  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  announced  today. 

Airlines  arrivals  and  departures  during  October  were  down  10.2% 
from  the  same  month  last  year,  but  the  1,428,257  air  passengers  using 
the  air  terminals  represented  an  increase  of  .5%  establishing  a  record 
high  passenger  volume  for  any  October  in  Airport  history. 

The  volume  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  was  off  4.3%  to  15,308,062  pounds, 
while  air  express  declined  10.7%  to  1,627,437  pounds  and  air  freight 
dropped  13.5%  to  61,247,052  pounds. 

"The  decline  in  mail  loads  is  the  result  of  the  U.S.  Postal  Service 
rerouting  mail  destined  for  Southern  California,"  Dwyer  pointed  out, 
"while  the  decline  in  express  and  freight  relates  to  the  reduction  in 
airline  operations." 

"High  terminal  passenger  volume  averaging  over  46,000  travelers 
per  day  constitute  an  almost  30%  overload  of  terminal  facilities  and 
emphasize  the  need  for  the  new  North  Terminal  and  Garage  addition," 
Dwyer  observed. 

"Until  these  new  passenger  handling  facilities  are  complete  and  in 
operation  the  Airport  will  experience  congestion  which  at  times  is 
extreme,"  he  concluded.

San  Francisco,  CA,  December  30,  1974  —  November  traffic  reports 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  showed  increases  in  scheduled 
airlines  operations  and  passenger  volume  through  Airport  terminals. 
Airports  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  announced  today. 

Airline  arrivals  and  departures  during  November  were  up  8,0% 
from  the  same  month  last  year  and  the  1,292,299  air  passengers  using 
the  air  terminals  represented  an  increase  of  1.0%  establishing  a  record 
high  for  any  November  in  Airport  history. 

The  volume  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  was  up  .1%  to  16,474,657  lbs.  while 
air  express  declined  52.5%  to  872,683  lbs.  and  air  freight  dropped  11.1% 
to  57,354,347  lbs. 

"The  daily  high  terminal  passenger  volume  continues  to  emphasize 
the  need  for  the  new  north  terminal  and  garage  addition  which  are 
currently  under  construction,"  Dwyer  observed. 

"Terminal  congestion,  at  times  rather  extreme,  can  be  expected 
until  these  new  passenger  handling  facilities  are  completed  and  in 
operation,"  he  said. 

Total  November  aircraft  movements  of  27,041  included  23,422 
scheduled  airlines  arrivals  and  departures,  400  military  flights  and 
3,219  non-scheduled  private  aircraft.

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San  Francisco,  CA,  January  30    San  Francisco  International  Airport 

closed  out  the  1974  Calendar  Year  with  a  record  17,410,644  air  passengers, 
an  increase  of  4.9%  over  the  16,590,703  passing  through  Airport  terminals 
during  1973,  Director  of  Airports  William  J.  Dwyer  has  announced. 

The  record  1974  air  passenger  total  represents  a  118.5%  increase, 
or  9,443,270  passengers,  over  the  total  passing  through  Airport  terminals 
during  1964. 

Surpassing  all  previous  records,  the  1,414,165  December  passenger 
total  was  the  highest  recorded  for  this  month  in  Airport  history  and  9.2% 
higher  than  December  of  1973. 

"Each  month  of  1974  showed  an  increase  in  passenger  flow  over  the 
corresponding  month  in  1973,"  Dwyer  said. 

"The  rate  of  passenger  increase  grew  from  8.1%  to  9%  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  then  dropped  off  until  December  when  it  reached 
its  highest  level  during  the  year,"  he  pointed  out. 

During  1974  Airport  Cargo  facilities  handled  710,431,949  pounds  of 
air  freight,  down  2.6%  from  the  previous  year. 

Mail  shipments  by  air  for  the  year  totaled  182,034,302  pounds,  a 
decline  of  2.3%  attributed  to  the  rerouting  of  mail  destined  for  Southern 
California, 

Air  express  shipments  dropped  21,9%  to  15,085,079  pounds,  due  to 
shipments  being  diverted  to  the  air  freight  category. 
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Total  aircraft  movements  of  332,683  were  down  5.3%  and  included 
286,269  scheduled  airlines  arrivals  and  departures,  4,782  military  flights 
and  41,632  non-scheduled  private  aircraft.

San  Francisco,  CA,  March  7,  1975 — January  passenger  volume  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  showed  a  decrease  of  1,5%  from 
the  same  month  last  year.  Airports  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  has 
announced. 

Air  terminals  handled  1,273,190  passengers,  a  decline  of  19,226 
from  the  l,2Q2,4l6  one  year  ago. 

During  the  first  seven  months  of  fiscal  year  197^-75,  passenger 
volume  increased  2 .S%  over  the  same  period  of  fiscal  year  1973-7^. 
From  July  1,  197^  through  January  31,  1975,  10,3^10,660  passengers 
passed  through  the  Airport,  compared  with  10,058,5^3  passengers  during 
the  same  months  one  year  ago. 

January  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  increased  3-^%  to  1^,770,523 
lbs.  while  air  freight  and  express  declined  l6.3%  to  45,331,039  lbs. 

"January  passenger  and  freight  volume  reflects  the  current 
uncertain  situation  in  the  national  economy,"  Dwyer  observed.  "We 
saw  the  same  effect  on  Airport  traffic  during  the  fiscal  year  1970-71 
recession." 

"Even  with  this  temporary  slowdown  in  the  passenger  growth  rate 
at  the  Airport,  air  terminals  are  currently  handling  daily  average 
passenger  loads  over  20%  in  excess  of  their  design  capacity,"  Dwyer 
pointed  cut .

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"This  emphasizes  the  continuing  need  for  the  new  North  Terminal 
and  Garage  addition  to  relieve  the  extreme  congestion  the  Airport 
experiences  during  peak  traffic  days,"  he  concluded. 

Total  January  aircraft  movements  of- 26,386  included  23,7^0 
scheduled  airlines  arrivals  and  departures,  3l6  military  flights  and 
2,330  non-scheduled  private  aircraft. 
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San  Francisco,  CA,  September  22,  1975  —  Air  passengers 
through  terminals  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
established  an  all  time  record  during    August  when  almost 
2  million  passengers  passed  through  the  Airport,  Airports 
Director  William  J.  Dwyer  announced  today. 

The  August  air  passengers  traffic  figures  of  1,950,745 
represent  108,369  more  air  travelers  than  the  1,842,376 
who  used  the  terminals  during  the  same  month  last  year,  an 
increase  of  5.9%,  and  an  all  time  record  high  for  any  month 
at  San  Francisco  International, 

"Passenger  traffic  for  the  first  six  months  of  1975 
was  about  the  same  as  1974.     Following  a  record  in  December 
of  1974,  the  passenger  growth  rate  dropped  off  until  May, 
when  the  trend  toward  an  increasing  growth  rate  resumed," 
Dwyer  said. 

August  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  increased  1.8% 
to  15,304,571  pounds,  while  air  freight  and  express 
decreased  5.4%  to  63,235,897  pounds.

passed  through  the  Airport,  Airports  Director  W.  J,  Dv/yer 
announced. 

The  September  air  passenger  traffic  figure  of  1,44  8,357 
represents  20,049  more  air  travelers  than  the  1,42  8,737  who  used 
the  terminals  during  the  same  month  last  year,  an  increase  of  1.4% 
and  an  all  time  record  high  for  any  September  in  the  history  of 
San  Francisco  International. 

"Passenger  traffic  for  the  first  four  months  of  1975  reflected 
some  slow  down  in  the  continued  growth  rate  the  Airport  has 
experienced  since  1971,"  Dwyer  said. 

"A  passenger  volume  record  was  established  in  December  1974. 
The  growth  rate  then  declined  until  May  1975,  when  the  historical 
trend  of  increasing  numbers  of  airline  passengers  resumed,"  he 
pointed  out. 

"During  the  past  three  months  of  July,  August  and  September, 
air  passenger  volume  at  San  Francisco  International  has  broken  all 
historical  records,  demonstrating  an  average  increase  of  over  4%, 
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at  levels  far  in  excess  of  the  existing  terminal  design 
capacity,"  Dwyer  concluded, 

September  shipments  of  U.  S.  Mail  by  air  increased  6.6%  to 
14,695,056  poiinds,  while  air  freight  and  express  also  showed  cin 
increase  of  4.3%  to  61,837,539  pounds.

The  October  air  passenger  traffic  figure  of  1,496,833 
represents  68,576  more  air  travelers  than  the  1,428,257  who 
passed  through  the  terminals  during  October  1974,  an  increase  of 
4.8%,  and  a  new  all  time  record  high  for  any  October  in  the  history 
of  San  Francisco  International. 

"Since  the  start  of  this  fiscal  year,  July  1,  air  passenger 
volume  at  the  Airport  has  exceeded  all  previous  historical  records, 
demonstrating  an  average  monthly  increase  of  4.3%,"  Dwyer  said. 

"Numbers  of  passengers  now  using  the  air  terminals 
routinely  exceed  the  terminal  design  capacity  of  one  million 
passengers  per  month,"  he  pointed  out. 

"As  one  result,  there  are  occasions,  especially  during  peak 
holiday  travel  periods,  when  terminal  congestion  may  become  quite 
extreme , "  he  noted .

Terminal  Complex  and  the  Ground  Transportation  Center,  now  under 
construction,  are  completed,"  Dwyer  said. 

October  shipments  of  U.  S.  Mail  by  air  increased  4.7%  to 
16,041,286  pounds,  while  air  freight  and  express  showed  a  decline 
of  2.9%  to  61,037,574  pounds.

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San  Francisco,  CA,^Deceinber  18,   1975  —  The  number  of  air 


passengers  through  terminals  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
again  increased  during  November  when  1,378,971  air  travelers  were 
recorded.  Airports  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  has  reported. 

The  November  air  passenger  figure  represents  86,672  more  air 
travelers  than  the  1,292,299  who  used  the  Airport  during  November 
1974,   an  increase  of  6.7%  and  a  new  record  high  for  this  month 
in  Airport  history. 

"This  November  increase  continues  the  upward  trend  in  air 
passenger  volume  at  the  Airport.     Since  May  of  this  year,  each 
month  has  shown  an  increase  over  the  corresponding  month  of  1974, 
exceeding  all  previous  historical  records  and  demonstrating  an 
average  monthly  increase  of  almost  5%. 

"During  the  month  of  November,  passenger  terminals  at  San 
Francisco  International  operated,  on  a  daily  basis,   at  almost  40% 
over  terminal  design  capacity.     The  peak  period  occurred  before 
and  after  Thanksgiving,  when  an  estimated  70,000  passengers  per 
day  used  the  air  terminals. 

"Terminal  congestion  becomes  quite  extreme  during  such  periods, 
and  these  conditions  can  be  expected  to  be  the  rule  until  con- 
struction of  the  new  North  Terminal  and  garage  additions  are 
complete,"  the  Airports  Director  observed. 
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November  shipments  of  U.  S.  Mail  totaled  15,702,462  pounds, 
4.6%  less  than  the  same  month  in  1974,  while  air  freight  and 
express  decreased  2.6%  to  56,668,501  pounds. 

Total  November  air  movements  decreased  0.19%  to  26,996  flight 
operations  and  included  23,495  scheduled  airlines  arrivals  and 
departures,   376  military  aircraft  and  3,125  non  scheduled  aircraft. 
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San  Francisco,  CA,  January  26,  1976  — -  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  closed  the  1975  calendar  year  with  a  record 
17,503,788  air  passengers  through  the  terminals,  an  increase  of 
93,134  over  the  17,410,644  persons  handled  during  1974,  Airports 
Director  William  J,  Dwyer  announced  today. 

"Although  the  increase  is  not  as  spectacular  as  the  growth 
rate  of  the  past  ten  years,  it  is  especially  significant  considering 
the  adverse  conditions  under  which  it  occurred  - 

"First,  lower  than  normal  traffic  figures  resulted

"Second,  United  Air  Lines,  the  major  carrier  at  the 
Airport,  was  out  of  operation  due  to  labor  troiible  for  most  of 
December. 

"Despite  these  temporary  setbacks,  air  passenger  volume  at 
San  Francisco  continued  to  grow  from  May  through  November, 
setting  a  new  record  high  for  any  year  in  Airport  history," 

The  record  1975  passenger  total  represents  a  119,7%  increase, 
or  9,536,404  passengers,  over  the  total  passing  through  Airport 
terminals  during  1964,  the  first  full  year  of  operation  following 
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the  opening  of  South  Terminal,  for  an  average  annual  increase  of 
9.1%  during  the  following  years. 

December  passenger  volume  was  recorded  at  1,355,433  travelers, 
a  decrease  of  4.2%  from  the  1,414,165  reported  during  the  same 
month  last  year. 

Mail  shipments  by  air  for  the  year  totaled  185,809,286  pounds, 
an  increase  of  2%  over  1974,  while  Airport  cargo  facilities  handled 
649,960,714  pounds,  down  10.4%  from  the  previous  year.

San  Francisco,  CA  —  The  nxamber  of  scheduled  air  carrier  operations 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  continued  a  six  month  downward 
trend  and  decreased  6.26  percent  during  June,  according  to  the  monthly 
comparative  traffic  report  released  by  Airports  Director  Richard  R. 
Heath. 

The  decrease  amounts  to  1,451  fewer  landings  and  takeoff s  at  the 
Airport  than  during  June  1976. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30,  the  number  of  scheduled 
air  carrier  operations  declined  4.52  percent,  or  12,150  fewer  jet 
arrivals  and  departures ,  than  during  the  preceding  twelve  months . 

During  the  past  Airport  fiscal  year  (July  1,  1976  -  June  30,  1977) 
only  the  months  of  July,  August  and  December  1976  failed  to  show  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  scheduled  air  carrier  operations .

STANDARDS  FOR  DOMESTIC  SEWAGE  TREATIffiNT 

San  Francisco,  CA           San  Francisco  International  Airport 

is  the  first  municipal  agency  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  to  come  into  full  compliance  with  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  requirements  for  treated 
sanitary  sewage  waste  water  being  discharged  into  San  Francisco 
Bay,  it  was  announced  by  Airports  Director  Richard  Heath. 

The  treated  waste  water  (effluent)  comes  from  the  Airport's 
2.4  million  dollar  secondary  sewage  treatment  plant  which  processes 
domestic  sewage  from  the  Airport  terminals  and  support  facilities. 
Construction  of  the  plant  was  completed  in  1972,  with  a  design 
capacity  of  2.2  million  gallons  per  day  (mgd)  and  peak  flow 
capacity  of  4.4  mgd.     The  plant  currently  operates  with  an  average 
daily  flow  of  700,000  to  900,000  gallons. 

The  Airport  being  in  full  compliance  with  the  sanitary 
sewage  waste  water  treatment  requirements  set  forth  in  Public  Law 
92-500,  the  1972  Water  Quality  Control  Act,  as  amended,  effective 
September  16,  the  Water  Quality  Control  Board  lifted  their  cease 
and  desist  order  which  was  issued  in  1972,  and  amended  with  new 
requirements  under  the  National  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimination 
System  in  1977. 
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Compliance  with  the  waste  water  treatment  requirements 
was  demonstrated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Regional  Board 
by  a  continuous  flow  bioassay  test  from  December  1979  to 
June  1980,  involving  the  survival  rate  of  live  fish  in  the 
effluent  for  a  period  of  four  days. 

The  Airport  is  now  expediting  the  completion  of  its 
new  industrial  waste  water  treatment  plant,   scheduled  to  be 
in  operation  in  June  1981.     The  plant  and  its  collecting 
system  are  being  constructed  at  a  cost  of  five  million  dollars. 
Th,e  senior  engineer  in  charge  of  the  water  pollution  control 
program  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  Melvin  Leong, 
telephone  876-2167.

Aviation  Safety  Institute  has  selected  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  as  one  of  only  six  airports  in  the  United  States  to 
receive  the  Institute's  19  79  award  for  excellence  in  crash/fire/ 
rescue  and  medical  preparedness,  it  was  announced  today  by 
Airports  Commission  President  Morris  Bernstein. 

The  award  is  based  upon  a  careful  review  of  San  Francisco 
International's  emergency  (disaster)  plan,  crash  fire  equipment, 
medical  planning  and  coordination  with  the  surrounding  communities 
in  dealing  with  aircraft  accidents  on  or  near  the  airport. 

San  Francisco  International  was  judged  by  a  third  party 
committee  of  airline  pilots  and  doctors  as  the  only  airport  of 
the  five  busiest  airports  in  the  country  to  be  "deserving  of 
eminent  recognition  of  outstanding  efforts  to  prepare  for  any 
airport  emergency,"  according  to  John  B.  Galipault ,  President  of 
the  Aviation  Safety  Institute,  in  Worthington,  Ohio.     More  than 
thirty-five  nominated  airports  were  considered  for  the  coveted 
award . 

Other  airports  singled  out  for  this  recognition  are  Denver, 
Colorado;  Minneapolis-St .Paul ,  Minn.;  Casper,  Wyoming;  Tuscon, 
Airzona;  Dallas-Fort  Worth;  and  Ft.  Myers,  Florida.

WARNING  LIGHTS  ALERT  PILOTS  OF  CLOSED  RUNWAYS 


San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  the 
first  Airport  in  the  United  States  to  develop  and  put  into 
use  an  emergency  warning  lighting  system  to  notify  pilots 
when  a  runway  is  closed  for  any  reason. 

In  order  to  insure  that  a  pilot  does  not  land 
on  a  closed  runway,  a  system  of  high  intensity  strobe 
lights  is  put  in  place  on  the  end  of  the  runway  that  warns 
pilots  of  the  closure  as  they  approach  the  Airport. 

In  the  past  when  runways  needed  to  be  closed,  a 
large  plywood  "X"  was  put  in  place  at  the  end  of  the 
runway  but  it  was  difficult  to  see  by  pilots  approaching 
the  Airport. 

This  tested  and  effective  light  warning  system 
was  developed  by  the  Airport  working  with  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration,  Fitzpatrick  Barricade  and  Whelen 
Engineering  Company.

GROUND  TRANSPORTATION  VEHICLES 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA.  -  On  Noveniber  1,  1986,  revised  Airport  Rules  and 
Regulations  will  require  all  hotel  and  motel  vans,  off -Airport  rent-a-car 
courtesy  buses,  charter  buses  and  off -Airport  parking  shuttle  buses  and 
on-demand  operators  to  have  a  permit  to  operate  on  the  Airport. 

The  vehicles  will  be  required  to  display  a  certification  decal  which 
will  be  issued  by  the  Airport  Police.    New  operating  fees  are  being  imposed 
which  range  from  $0.25  to  $0.35  per  vehicle  trip. 

Because  of  the  more  than  3,500  vans  and  buses  that  will  require 
certification  decals  and  the  infrequent  tir^s  some  of  these  vehicles  access 
the  Airport,  a  thirty-day  impl^nentation  period  will  allow  all  operators 
sufficient  time  to  comply  with  the  Airports  Commission's  new  Rules  and 
Regulations . 

Any  transit  vehicle  vrfiich  fails  to  comply  with  the  Airports 
Ccxnmission's  Rules  and  Regulations  will  not  be  allowed  to  operate  on  the 
Airport  after  November  30,  1986.    During  the  month  of  November,  warning 
citations  will  be  issued  to  vehicles  without  the  appropriate  c^Ttif ication 
decals. 
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Any  vehicles  not  certified  or  permitted  to  operate  which  are  found  to 
be  operating  on  the  Airport  after  December  1,  1986,  will  be  issued  citations 
by  the  Airport  Police  for  a  possible  fine  of  as  much  as  $300.00  and  will  be 
denied  access  to  the  Airport. 

Travelers  utilizing  these  forms  of  transportation  are  encouraged  to 
check  that  their  public  transit  operator  has  a  valid  permit  to  operate  on  the 
Airport  in  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  delays  and  the  inconvenience  of 
the  carrier  being  turned  away. 

Taxicabs,  limousines  and  the  Airporter's  motor  coaches  are  under  a 
separate  agreonent  and  are  not  affected  by  the  new  rules.

The^^Airport  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("the 
Commission")   proposes  to  implement  a  mandatory  restriction  of  FAR  Part 
36  Stage  2  aircraft  operations  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
("SFO") .     The  proposed  restriction  is  needed  and  intended  to  support 
the  continual  reduction  of  the  cumulative  noise  resulting  from  aircraft 
operations  at  SFO,  while  allowing  SFO  to  remain  the  Gateway  to  the 
Pacific  and  to  act  as  a  vital  contributor  to,   and  employer  in,   a  strong 
and  growing  economy.     The  proposal  amends  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  Noise  /abatement  Regulation  §  4  (C)  ,  which  currently  restricts 
operation  of  Stage  2  aircraft  at  SFO  between  11  p.m.   and  7  a.m.  and 
requires  operators  to  agree  to  adhere  to  SFO's  preferential  runway  use 
program  in  order  to  operate  aircraft  during  those  hours.     The  proposed 
restriction  expands  the  current  restriction  on  nighttime  operation  of 
Stage  2  aircraft  by   (1)   extending  the  restricted  hours  to  7  p.m.  through 
7  a.m.,    (2)    requiring  operators  to  agree  to  adhere  to  SFO's 
preferential  runway  use  program  in  order  to  operate  aircraft  during 
those  hours,   and   (3)   eliminating  the  existing  exemption  from  the 
restriction  of  operations  between  6  a.m.   and  7  a.m.    for  Stage  2  aircraft 
operators  that  agree  to  adhere  to  SFO's  preferential  runway  use 
program.     See  SFO  Noise  Abatement  Regulation  §  4(C). 


Other  provisions  of  the  existing  regulation  and  enforcement  mechanisms, 
which  survived  the  subsequently-enacted  Airport  Noise  and  Capacity  Act 
of  1990,   have  not  been  altered.     Thus,   a  first  violation  of  SFIA  Noise 
Abatement  Regulation  §  4 (C)    in  a  12-month  period  is  punishable  by  means 
of  a  letter  of  admonishment  from  the  Airport  Director.     A  second 
violation  in  a  12-month  period  is  punishable  by  suspension  of  the 
airline's  operating  permit  or  license  for  a  period  to  be  determined  by 
the  Airport  Director,   but  not  more  than  30  days.     The  airline  may  elect 
instead  to  pay  a  fee  to  be  determined  by  the  Airport  Director,   but  not 
more  than  5  times  the  landing  fee  for  the  violating  operation.     A  third 
violation  in  a  12-month  period  is  punishable  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
second  violation,  but  the  license  or  permit  suspension  may  be  no  more 
than  60  days,  and  the  fee  may  be  no  more  than  10  times  the  landing  fee 
for  the  violating  operation.     Fourth  and  subsequent  violations  in  a 
12-month  period  are  punishable,   at  the  discretion  of  the  Airport 
Director,   by   (1)    requiring  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  times  the  landing  fee 
for  the  violating  operation  or    (2)    initiation  of  proceedings  to  revoke 
the  operating  license  or  permit.     The  Airport  Director  initiates  the 
revocation  proceedings  by  issuing  a  Notice  of  Impending  Revocation, 
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following  which  the  airline  is  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  the 
Commission.     The  Commission  may  suspend,   but  not  revoke,   a  license  or 
permit  prior  to  the  hearing. 

The  proposed  effective  date  for  the  proposal  is  March  5,    1999,  and 
the  proposed  changes  will  be  implemented  by  means  of  a  resolution  of  the 
Commission,   to  be  adopted  pursuant  to  Section  4.115  of  the  Charter  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

San  Bruno,    San  Carlos,   and  South  San  Francisco;     the  C/CAG  Airport  Land 
Use  Committee;     the  Caltrans  Department  of  Aeronautics;     and  the  San 
Francisco  Noise  Committee.

On  or  before  October  23,   1998,  members  of  the 
public  may  submit  written  comments  regarding  the  proposed  restrictions 
to  the  contact  person  named  below.     Comments  must  be  received  on  or 
before  October  23,   1998  in  order  to  be  incorporated  into  the  final 
submission  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration.     Comments  will  be 
made  available  for  inspection  by  interested  parties  upon  written  request 
to  the  contact  person  named  below,   and  thereafter  will  be  retained  for 
as  long  as  the  restriction  is  in  effect.     The  complete  text  of  the 
proposed  restriction,   including  sanctions  for  noncompliance,   and  the 
required  analyses  of  the  proposed  restriction  are  available  for  public 
inspection,   as  required  by  the  California  Public  Records  Act  and  the  San 
Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance.

Runway  Reconfiguration  Program 

/San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  proposing  to  reconfigure  its  current  system  of  four 
runways  in  order  to  achieve  the  following  goals:  1)  reduce  flight  delays,  2)  reduce  noise 
impacts  and  3)  accommodate  the  larger  airplanes  being  planned  by  aircraft 
manufacturers.  The  Airport  is  considering  runway  options  that  would  be  constructed  on 
Bay  fill.  Since  the  proposed  Airport  operations  and  runway  reconfiguration  will  generate 
concerns  throughout  the  Bay  Area  Region,  the  Airport  is  planning  meetings  in  five  sites 
around  the  Bay  to  facilitate  public  participation. 

The  Airport's  Runway  Reconfiguration  Program  is  currently  at  the  beginning  of  its 
environmental  review  process.  According  to  State  and  Federal  laws  that  process  requires, 
at  a  minimun:  1)  public  scoping  meetings,  2)  environmental  studies  to  look  at  risks  posed 
by  the  project,  3)  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  a  draft  and  final  Environmental 
Impact  Statement  (EIS)  and  State  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR),  and  4)  public 
hearings  on  the  Draft  EIR  and  EIS.  After  the  environmental  review  process  the  Airport 
will  have  to  prepare  contract  drawings  and  apply  for  various  permits  before  proceeding 
with  any  construction.  The  environmental  review  and  permit  process  is  scheduled  to  take 
nearly  two  years. 

The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  is  the  "lead  agency"  for  and  will  prepare  the 
Federal  Environmental  Impact  Statement  (EIS).  The  San  Francisco  City  Planning 
Department,  Office  of  Environmental  Review  will  be  the  lead  agency  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  will  prepare  the  State  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR.) 

Given  the  magnitude  of  the  proposed  program,  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
(SFO)  has  committed  itself  to  an  extensive  public  information  and  public  input  process. 
We  anticipate  members  of  the  public  firom  throughout  the  Bay  Area  may  be  interested  in 
this  proposed  program  because  of  a  variety  of  potential  economic  and  environmental 
impacts  that  could  be  experienced  in  our  Region.  We  will  be  convening  a  series  of 
community  meetings  throughout  the  Bay  Area  Region. 
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The  first  series  of  regional  community  meetings  will  take  place  beginning  in  late  June  of 
1999.  The  schedule  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  community  meetings  is 
as  follows:
